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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  YEARLY  MEETING 


Our  committee  was  instructed  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  on  March  22,  1969  to  pre- 
sent several  alternative  “models”  for  the 
Yearly  Meeting  organization.  As  our  mem- 
bership continues  to  grow,  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing structure  has  increased  greatly  in  size 
and  complexity;  at  the  same  time  Friends  are 
trying  to  find  new  ways  of  making  their  lives 
more  useful  and  effective  through  smaller 
groups  nearer  home.  At  the  request  of  our 
committee  the  Friends  indicated  have  writ- 
ten up  the  three  alternative  plans  which  fol- 
low. Friends  are  encouraged  to  share  their 
responses  and  suggestions  to  members  of  our 
committee.  A summary  of  findings  will  be 
presented  to  the  Representative  Committee 
on  August  2,  and  a full  discussion  will  take 
place  in  an  interest  group  meeting  during 
the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting. 

Two  Models  - MADGE  SEAVER 
Model,  n.  A preliminary  represen- 
tation of  something,  serving  as  the 
plan  from  which  the  final,  usually  lar- 
ger, object  is  to  be  constructed. 

Thus  the  dictionary  defines  the  word  used 
several  times  by  the  Executive  Committee 
in  asking  the  Organization  Committee  for 
guidance.  I have  had  two  such  plans  in  mind 
for  some  time.  Although  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  no  model  we  can  project  now  will  be  the 
one  which  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  adopt, 
it  may  be  helpful  to  consider  various  ways 
of  dealing  with  present  problems. 

First,  perhaps,  we  should  think  of  our- 
selves as  a family  having  to  move.  We  have 
to  decide  what  to  take  and  what  to  leave. 
The  size  of  our  resident  Yearly  Meeting  forc- 
es us  to  consider  a move,  and  yet  much  that 
we  value  depends  upon  the  very  size  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  for  support:  The  Friends 
Bulletin,  our  regional  and  international  va- 
riety, and  expensive  programs  like  Friends 
in  the  Orient.  My  two  models  aim  to  keep 
as  many  as  possible  of  these  things  which  we 
value,  leaving  others  which  we  enjoy  but 
may  value  less. 

Plan  A 

One  plan  is  modeled  after  the  relationship 
of  most  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  in  the  United 


States  to  either  Friends  General  Conference 
or  Friends  United  Meeting.  These  bodies  ar- 
range periodic  conferences  to  bring  together 
members  of  many  Yearly  Meetings.  They  also 
support  expensive  periodicals,  and  programs 
for  religious  education.  Following  these 
precedents,  Pacific  Friends  Conference,  sup- 
ported by  three  or  four  constituent  Yearly 
Meetings,  would  arrange  a conference  every 
second  or  third  year  for  the  kind  of  stimu- 
lation and  fellowship  provided  by  Friends 
General  Conference  and  Friends  United 
Meeting:  workshops,  interest  groups,  fellow- 
ship-worship groups,  and  major  addresses. 
There  would  be  no  business.  Expensive  proj- 
ects like  the  Friends  Bulletin  would  be  sup- 
ported by  a Pacific  Friends  Conference. 
Then  Quarterly  Meetings  would  become 
Yearly  Meetings  of  a more  wieldy  size, 
though  there  might  be  fewer  Yearly  Meet- 
ings since  Willamette  and  Pacific  Northwest 
might  find  it  efficient  to  merge.  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico  might  join  Southern  California 
in  a Southwest  Yearly  Meeting.  The  nature 
and  size  of  Quarterly  Meetings  would  be 
decided  by  each  Yearly  Meeting.  A Yearly 
Meeting  of  a fairly  limited  geographic  ex- 
tent might  well  dispense  with  Quarters. 

Plan  B 

A second  suggestion  is,  perhaps,  more 
radical  and  therefore  might  be  the  occasion 
of  anxiety  and  conflict.  I suggest  it,  however, 
because  of  the  many  attenders  who  feel  that 
business  sessions  interfere  with  their  enjoy- 
ment of  the  conference  activities  I have  listed 
in  the  preceding  paragraph.  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting,  according  to  this  model,  keeps  its 
present  organization  and  constituency,  but 
would  separate  its  resident  sessions  into  a 
short  Yearly  Meeting  for  both  committee 
meetings  and  plenary  sessions  of  2%  days, 
and  a conference  either  preceding  or  follow- 
ing the  business  meetings  of  about  the  same 
length  of  time.  There  would  be,  of  course, 
considerable  overlap  in  attendance  since 
many  of  our  members  value  both  kinds  of 
activity.  However,  I believe  numbers  would 
be  nearer  600  at  each  session  than  the  pres- 
ent 1000  plus.  This  plan  need  not  increase 
the  total  length  of  Yearly  Meeting  residence 
and  would  therefore  not  increase  the  work 
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of  those  planning  the  children’s  program.  It 
should  reduce  the  burdens  of  registrars  and 
others  on  the  Arrangements  Committee. 

I have  not  yet  mentioned  Pacific  Junior 
Yearly  Meeting  nor  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Young  Friends.  However,  any  family  would 
be  well  advised  to  ensure  that  a move  would 
not  endanger  the  happiness  and  welfare  of 
their  young  members.  It  is  clear  in  the  case 
of  the  first  model  that  these  two  Yearly 
Meetings  would  reorganize  along  the  same 
lines  as  the  three  or  four  Yearly  Meetings 
constituting  Pacific  Friends  Conference  and 
that  they  would  plan  their  own  conferences 
in  consultation  with  the  committee  planning 
the  adult  conference.  In  the  second  model, 
they  could,  theoretically,  continue  as  they 
have  done  in  the  past;  but,  as  a practical 
matter,  they  would  also  have  to  divide  their 
residence  period  into  business  meetings  and 
conference.  At  least  Junior  Yearly  Meeting 
would  have  to  do  so  since  Junior  Yearly 
Meeting  members  must  be  accompanied  by 
at  least  one  adult. 

Any  move  means  both  loss  and  gain.  If 
we  seriously  mean  to  move,  we  may  have  to 
leave  behind  something  which  is  precious  to 
some  members  of  the  family  with  the  con- 
fidence that  the  new  home  will  bring  new 
values.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  the  move  that 
we  cannot  tell  what  they  will  be. 

Plan  C - HAROLD  CARSON 

By  1971,  1973,  or  1975  Northwest  Friends 
will  establish  their  own  Yearly  Meeting. 
This  assumes  that  Friends  in  British  Colum- 
bia, Washington  and  Oregon  are  prepared 
and  willing  to  function  as  a Yearly  Meeting 
for  those  Monthly  Meetings  in  Pacific  North- 
west Quarterly  Meeting  and  Willamette 
Quarterly  Meeting.  Officers  and  committee 
members  will  need  to  be  selected  prior  to 
that  date. 


The  Discipline  will  continue  to  be  used 
by  each  new  Yearly  Meeting  until  such  a 
time  as  change  seemed  desirable. 

The  Friends  Bulletin  may  continue  to  be 
the  communication  organ  much  as  the 
Friends  Journal  and  Quaker  Life  does  for  a 
number  of  Yearly  Meetings. 

Pertaining  to  incorporation  there  seem  to 
be  workable  solutions:  (1)  Have  a trustee- 
ship to  hold  funds  and  property  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  each  separate  Yearly  Meeting. 
(2)  or  Each  of  the  new  Yearly  Meetings 
would  incorporate  separately. 

Relationship  with  the  AFSC,  FCNL, 
FWCC  and  other  bodies  can  be  assumed  by 
each  of  the  new  Yearly  Meetings  as  they  de- 
sire. 

Assistance  will  be  given  to  Junior  Friends 
and  Young  Friends  as  they  try  to  find  the 
most  meaningful  structure  for  their  activi- 
ties. 

As  time  and  finances  permit,  some  Friends 
will  continue  to  visit  other  Yearly  Meeting 
sessions,  to  renew  old  friendships  and  gather 
new  insights  into  present  day  ways  of 
Friends.

REFLECTIONS  ON  THE  PACIFIC  COAST  ASSOCIATION  OF  FRIENDS 


The  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends 
had  its  founding  Meeting  at  the  home  of 
Howard  and  Anna  Brinton  at  Mills  College, 
Oakland,  California  in  April,  1931.  Howard 
tells  us  thirty  guests  were  present.  This  As- 
sociation was  the  brainchild  of  the  Brintons, 
and  we  give  them  full  credit. 

Howard  Brinton  was  nominated  as  Clerk, 
which  post  he  held  for  three  years.  These 
were  the  formative  years,  in  which  repre- 
sentative Friends  from  the  Whittier  Friends 
Church  and  Villa  Street,  Pasadena  attended. 
Villa  Street  belonged  to  Iowa  Conservative 
Yearly  Meeting.  Lydia  Michener  of  Villa 


was  the  most  regular  attender  from  there.  A 
retired  school  teacher,  she  proved  to  be  one 
of  our  best  workers. 

Howard  Brinton  was  the  first  Editor  of 
the  Bulletin;  then  Robert  Dann  of  Corvallis, 
Oregon,  John  Dorland,  and  Philip  Wells.  It 
was  an  uncertain  publication,  about  every 
two  months,  sometimes  later. 

Eubanks  Carsner  joined  the  Association; 
he  was  from  Riverside  and  was  a specialist 
in  citrus  diseases.  The  late  Howard  Fawcett 
of  Riverside  was  also  in  the  same  profession, 
and  we  are  told  he  was  largely  responsible

every  day  and  when  the  sharing  is  general,  no  one 
person  dominating. 

Preregistrants  to  Yearly  Meeting  will  be  assigned 
to  a W/F  group  unless  they  make  the  optional  choice 
of  a larger  group  for  a Meeting  for  Worship  at  the 
same  times,  or  for  one  of  the  special  groups  of  ten 
or  twelve  Junior  High  students;  both  of  these  latter 
options  are  being  arranged  in  response  to  requests.

for  getting  Eubanks  interested  in  Friends. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Association  we 
had  D.  Elton  Trueblood,  then  Chaplain  of 
Stanford  University,  and  Augustus  Murray, 
Professor  of  Greek  at  Stanford.  Later  True- 
blood went  to  Earlham  as  Professor  of  Phi- 
losophy, and  Murray  to  Haverford  to  hold 
the  Chair  in  Greek. 

Robert  Dann  was  Professor  of  Sociology 
at  Oregon  State,  and  William  Lawrence  was 
also  a teacher  at  that  institution.  The  late 
J.  Herschel  Coffin  of  Whittier  College  sel- 
dom missed  a Conference.  We  motored  to 
the  Conference  with  him  on  a number  of 
occasions.  He  had  a great  spiritual  under- 
standing and  motivation.  All  these  men, 
counting  of  course  the  Brintons,  lent  a cer- 
tain scholastic  aura  to  the  early  days  of  the 
Association. 

I am  sure  others  who  are  left  of  this  early 
group  may  have  recollections  and  reactions 
different  from  mine  that  have  historical 
value. 

Our  Yearly  Conferences  were  small  in 
number,  small  enough  to  get  acquainted, 
something  that  cannot  happen  in  a Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting.  The  Association  had  great 
ecumenical  value;  theologically  we  lived  and 
let  live  and  accepted  Friends  as  persons. 
This  was  all  good. 

But  the  time  came  when  a Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  was  contemplated,  so  in  August, 
1947  a new  Yearly  Meeting  was  set  up,  and 
we  said  farewell,  somewhat  sadly,  to  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  Association  of  Friends.  Visiting 
Friends,  loyal  to  their  own  Yearly  Meetings, 
stayed  away,  and  thus  we  lost  in  this  writer’s 
opinion  the  ecumenical  hope  of  a united  So- 
ciety of  Friends  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Not 
organically  united,  but  with  the  hope  of  spi- 
ritual unity  in  the  bonds  of  love,  such  as  we 
do  not  have  now.  California  and  Oregon  had 
their  own  Yearly  Meetings  and  demanded 
loyalty  of  their  members.  What  we  have 
now  is  an  exchange  of  letters  of  greeting  to 
these  other  bodies  of  Friends,  a purely  for- 
mal action. 

Finally  we  have  this  question  posed: 
would  we  have  been  better  off  if  we  had  re- 
mained a loose  Association  of  all  kinds  of 
Friends,  working  for  the  unity  of  the  Spirit, 
in  the  bonds  of  love,  rather  than  becoming  a 
large  Yearly  Meeting,  scattered  over  thou- 
sands of  miles,  burdened  with  the  machinery 
of  committees,  and  somewhat  smug  in  its 
sense  of  separateness? 

I have  always  been  inclined  to  the  former 
view.

May.

A FEDERAL  DEPARTMENT  OF  PEACE? 

We  wish  to  express  our  reservations  concerning 
the  proposal  currently  before  Congress  to  establish 
a federal  Department  of  Peace.  We  are  concerned 
that  such  a department  might  ultimately  come  to  be 
used  as  a decorative  device  for  rendering  ritual 
obeisance  to  the  notion  of  world  peace,  while  actu- 
ally distracting  public  attention  from  the  fact  that 
agencies  of  the  government  continue  to  engage  ac- 
tively in  the  support  of  war.  If  the  government  as 
a whole  is  not  genuinely  devoted  to  the  cause  of 
peace,  then  a Department  of  Peace  is  worthless.  If 
the  rest  of  the  government  actively  pursues  peace, 
then  a special  department  with  this  title  is  unnec- 
essary. Any  cabinet  agency  must  subordinate  its 
activities  to  the  overall  goals  of  the  executive. 

Any  government  agency  has  an  active  constitu- 
ency made  up  of  those  who  are  most  vitally  affected 
by  the  agency’s  decisions.  For  a Department  of 
Peace,  this  constituency  would  include  not  only 
Americans  unconditionally  devoted  to  peace,  but 
also  those  who  believe  that  peace  can  be  achieved 
through  military  means.  As  in  the  case  of  other 
agencies,  this  constituency  would  seek  to  influence 
presidential  appointments  to  the  agency,  so  that 
in  a very  short  time  we  might  find  a Department 
of  Peace  under  the  control  of  interests  actually  hos- 
tile to  peace.  ...  In  the  words  of  A.  J.  Muste, 
“There  is  no  way  to  Peace;  Peace  is  the  way.”  We 
believe  that  the  nation  may  deceive  itself  by  under- 
taking to  create  a new  bureaucratic  agency  as  the 
way  to  Peace,  if  existing  agencies  do  not  adopt 
Peace  as  the  way.

LAS  VEGAS,  finding  community  service  to  be 
limited  by  their  small  size  and  the  large  number  of 
working  women  among  them,  have  decided  to  help 
already  active  agencies;  during  the  summer  months 
their  women  will  be  host  for  the  weekly  tea  given 
for  out-patients  and  some  patients  from  the  State 
Hospital.  The  tea  includes  a devotional,  “back- 
ground” music,  refreshments  and  a program  of  about 
twenty  minutes.  This  weekly  tea  is  now  in  its  fourth 
year. 

ALBUQUERQUE  MEETING  has  employed  a Sun- 
day School  teacher  and  is  quite  pleased  with  the 
results  of  her  program  and  endeavors.

They  are  discussing  the  possibility  of  giv- 
ing sanctuary  to  draft  resisters  and  trying  to  assess 
the  problems  in  this  type  of  involvement;  David 
Bolduc  and  Jeff  Shurtleff  came  to  talk  about  the 
Resistance  in  California  and  the  sanctuary  experi- 
ence at  Orange  Grove  Meeting  and  were  felt  to  be 
inspiring.

It  is  the  first  “half-way”  house  for 
women  in  the  west;  in  its  overall  concept,  it  is  actu- 
ally the  only  place  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  More 
than  80  percent  of  women  just  released  from  prison, 
with  no  family,  no  home,  no  place  to  go,  will  be 
back  in  prison  within  two  weeks:  This  Center,  with 
a capacity  for  20  persons,  welcomes  such  women 
with  no  restrictions  as  to  age,  race,  religion,  or  type 
of  offense.  It  is  a place  where  freedom  and  security 
can  meet  in  the  difficult  days  immediately  follow- 
ing release.  It  is  operated  by  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee,  P.O.  Box  991,  Pasadena,  CA 
91102,  who  will  welcome  generous  contributions  to 
this  program.
